Justices Take Up Handgun Ban 


Supreme Court case 
could topple firearm 
laws across the U.S. 

Washington 

The Supreme Court heard oral 
arguments Tuesday in a landmark 
gun rights case that could apply 
the Second Amendment’s right to 
bear arms to both cities and states 
for the first time. 

During an hour-long oral argu- 
ment at the high court on Tues- 
day, several justices exhibited a 
willingness to enforce their land- 
mark 2008 gun-rights decision at 
the state and local levels. 

If they do so, the decision may 
doom not only the Chicago hand- 
gun ban at the center of Tuesday’s 
case, but other handgun bans and 
some of the toughest state and local 
gun- control laws in the country. 



The only remaining ques- 
tion in McDonald v. Chicago was 
which constitutional mechanism 
the majority justices might use to 
apply the 2008 holding to state and 
local governments. 


Two years ago, the high court 
recognized an individual right to 
possess handguns in the home 
for self-defense. The court struck 
down a ban on handguns in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


Because the Second Amendment 
has never been applied to the states, 
the ruling could only be enforced 
against the national government 
and in federal enclaves like the 
District of Columbia. 

As in earlier cases apply- 
ing parts of the Bill of Rights to 
the states, the justices suggested 
they use the due process clause of 
the 14th Amendment, which was 
passed in the wake of the Civil 
War to ensure the rights of newly 
freed slaves. 

The court has relied on that 
same clause — “no state shall 
deprive any person of life, liberty 
or property without due process of 
law” — in cases that established a 
woman’s right to an abortion and 
knocked down state laws against 
interracial marriage and gay sex. 

A decision in the case is expect- 
ed to be issued by the end of June.

Obama Says He's Open 
To GOP Health Care Ideas 


Washington 

President Obama said Tuesday he 
was open to four new Republican 
proposals on health care legisla- 
tion, in a gesture of bipartisanship 
meant to jump-start his stalled 
drive to overhaul the system. 

Obama detailed the ideas, all of 
which were raised at a health care 
summit last week, in a letter to con- 
gressional leaders. In a nod to his 
2008 presidential rival, Obama 
also said he had eliminated a deal 
for Medicare Advantage beneficia- 
ries in Florida and other states that 
drew criticism at the summit from 
Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz. 

The proposals Obama listed are: 
sending investigators disguised 
as patients to uncover fraud and 
waste; expanding medical mal- 
practice reform pilot programs; 


increasing payments to Medicaid 
providers; and expanding the use 
of health savings accounts. 

“I said throughout this pro- 
cess that Fd continue to draw on 
the best ideas from both parties, 
and Fm open to these proposals 
in that spirit,” wrote Obama, who 
will make remarks Wednesday on 
a path forward for his legislation. 

Obama’s announcement did 
not appear to win over any Repub- 
licans, and the Senate GOP lead- 
er warned of reprisals in this fall’s 
midterm elections if the Democrats 
go forward. Nor is there any guar- 
antee that Democratic leaders will 
agree to incorporate the adminis- 
tration’s suggestions. But it could 
give wavering Democrats political 
cover by showing the White House 
has been willing to compromise.

Survivors say coastal 
community had little 
time to escape waves 

Pelluhue, Chile 

The 40 retirees enjoying summer 
vacation at a seaside campground 
nestled under pine trees knew they 
had to move fast after Chile’s pow- 
erful earthquake struck. 

They didn’t make it. The tsuna- 
mi came in three waves, surging 
200 yards into this Pacific Ocean 
resort town and dragging away 
the bus they’d piled into, hoping to 
get to high ground. Most of those 
inside were the retired Chileans, 
and only five of their bodies had 
been found by Monday, firefight- 
ers and witnesses said. 

Pelluhue’s horror underscored 
the destruction wrought by Sat- 
urday’s pre-dawn 8.8-magnitude 
quake, which killed nearly 800 
people and set off spates of looting 
in shattered towns without food, 
water or electricity. 

Most of the deaths came in areas 
along Chile’s south-central coast — 
those closest to the quake’s epicen- 
ter — in the wine-growing Maule 
region that includes Pelluhue. 

Survivors here found about 
20 bodies, and an estimated 300 
homes were destroyed. Most res- 


idents were aware of the tsunami 
threat; street signs pointed to the 
nearest tsunami evacuation route. 
The ruins of homes, clothes, dish- 
washers and dead fish now cover 
the town’s black sand beaches. 

“We ran through the highest 
part of town, yelling, ‘Get out of 
your homes!”’ said Claudio Escalo- 


na, 43, who fled his home near the 
campground with his wife and 
daughters, ages 4 and 6. “About 20 
minutes later came three waves — 
two of them huge, about 6 meters 
each, and a third even bigger. That 
one went into everything.” 

“You could hear the screams of 
children, women, everyone,” Escalo- 


na said. “There were the screams, 
and then a tremendous silence.” 

Chile’s National Disaster Office 
on Tuesday raised the known toll of 
quake dead to 796 from 723 as fter- 
shocks continued to roll through 
the region: 131 of magnitude 5 or 
greater struck in the first 72 hours 
after the big quake. 

The region’s biggest city, Con- 
cepcion, suffered waves of loot- 
ing before 1,500 troops arrived 
to enforce a curfew that finally 
brought calm by Tuesday, eva ver-

Stay on D.C. Gay Marriage Denied 


Washington 

The Supreme Court has denied a 
request by opponents of the Dis- 
trict’s same-sex marriage law to 
delay its scheduled implementa- 
tion Wednesday. 

The effort was a last-chance 
gambit; the group had been turned 
down by lower courts, and the city 
will begin Wednesday morning 
allowing gay couples to apply for 
marriage licenses. 

The proposed referendum would 
define marriage as between a man 


and a woman. 

District Attorney General Peter 
J. Nickles told the court there is no 
need for a stay, and the request is 
premature. 

“The question of whether a

In a stinging rebuke, the D.C. Coun- 
cil on Tuesday censured Marion 
Barry, stripped him of his commit- 
tee chairmanship and referred alle- 
gations of public corruption to the 
U.S. attorney’s office for possible 
criminal prosecution — unprece- 
dented sanctions against the icon- 
ic former mayor. 

Barry, D-Ward 8, known as a 
skillful politician with a history of 
personal flaws, was woefully out- 
numbered as all 12 of his colleagues 
voted in favor of resolutions that in

payer money.

“I’m going to 
work with Michael Brown,” said 
Barry, who promised to work even 
harder for residents of Ward 8.

Stamping Out Saturday 

The beleaguered post office delivers a proposal to cut service and raise prices 



Washington 

The post office is renewing its drive 
to drop Saturday delivery — and 
plans a rate increase — in an effort 
to fend off a projected $7 billion 
loss this year. 

Without drastic action, the 
agency could face a cumulative 
loss of $238 billion over 10 years, 
Postmaster General John Potter 
said in releasing a series of con- 
sultant reports on agency opera- 
tions and its outlook. 

“The projections going for- 
ward are not bright,” Potter told 
reporters in a briefing. But, he 
added, “all is not lost. ... We can 
right this ship.” 

Sen. Tom Carper, D-Del., chair- 
man of the Senate subcommittee 
with oversight authority over the U.S. 
Postal Service, called on Congress to 
give the post office the flexibility to 
deal with its future needs. 

“In light of the serious finan- 
cial challenges facing the Postal 
Service, postal management must 
be allowed to make the business 
decisions they need to stay com- 
petitive and viable in the years to 
come. As we have seen, it is not 
productive for Congress to act like 
a 535-member board of directors 
and constantly second-guess these 
necessary changes,” Carper said in 
a statement. 

Frederic V. Rolando, president 
of the National Association of Let-

ter Carriers, also urged Congress 
to provide the post office with 
“financial breathing room,” but 
he opposed eliminating one day 
of delivery. 

As Americans turn more and 
more from paper to electronic com- 
munications, the number of items 
handled by the post office fell from 
213 billion in 2006 to 177 billion last 
year. Volume is expected to shrink 
to 150 billion by 2020. 

The agency has asked Congress 


for permission to reduce delivery 
days and has previously discussed 
the need for other changes such as 
closing some offices. 

Cutting back Saturday home 
delivery, however, does not mean 
post offices would close that day. 

There seemed to be concern 
on the part of Congress that offi- 
cials had not looked at all possi- 
ble options. Potter said, adding 
that was part of the reason for the 
three consultant studies. 


Potter said he would like to see 
mail delivery cut to five days a week 
starting next year. 

Later this month, he said, the 
Postal Service will ask the inde- 
pendent Postal Regulatory Com- 
mission to review its plans for the 
service reduction. 

Under the law, the agency is not 
supposed to raise rates more than 
the amount of inflation, but there 
is a loophole allowing for higher 
increases in extraordinary situa- 
tions such as the current recession 
and drop in mail volume. 

Potter said the USPS’ govern- 
ing board is engaged in lively dis- 
cussions of rate increases, though 
he declined to speculate on a new 
price. Currently, first-class stamps 
cost 44 cents. Rates for other class- 
es vary. 

“We need to walk slowly and 
very, very careful” in raising pric- 
es, Potter said, noting that increases 
can also drive business away, (ap) 


FAQ 


How did the post office get 
in this fix? 

Americans have been rapidly switch- 
ing from the mail to the Internet for 
communications. The post office tried 
to refocus more on business mail and 
advertising, but the recession caused 
that to be cut also. 

How bad is it for the Postal 
Service? 

The agency faces a Loss of $7 billion 
this year and total Losses of $238 bil- 
lion over a decade if nothing is done. 

Doesn’t it get a subsidy 
from the taxpayers? 

No, that ended decades ago, and in 
the current financial situation. Con- 
gress is unlikely to restore it. 

Why is the post office eager 
to end Saturday delivery? 

It's one of the most effective ways for 
it to save money. Right now, it takes 
six mail carriers to cover five delivery 
routes — one per route to deliver five 
days, and one to work each route one 
day. Cut out that sixth day and you 
need only five carriers to serve five 
routes. 

Why make the service 
changes now? 

The post office will have 300,000 
people eligible to retire in the next 10 
years. Six-day delivery would mean 
hiring new carriers. Then, if there are 
future cutbacks, those workers might 
have to be Laid off. 

Will my local post office 
be closed? 

There is a proposal to open postal 
counters in places Like convenience 
stores, supermarkets and office sup- 
ply stores. If that works, then some 
Local post offices could be closed, (ap)

Nats manager mulls 
best time to send 
Strasburg to minors 

The Nationals 

Washington Nationals manager 
Jim Riggleman dropped anoth- 
er strong hint Tuesday that right- 
hander Stephen Strasburg, the 
top pick in June’s amateur draft, 
is destined to start the season in 
the minor leagues. 

“It’s just more challenging to 
pitch in Double-A or Triple-A in 
April than it is in spring training 
in March. We get a better read,” 
Riggleman said. 

Strasburg is slated to make his 
first spring training start at Space 
Coast Stadium on March 9 against 
Detroit in a game that will be tele- 
vised live in Washington. 

“Spring training is great, but 
even as opposed to Double-A or 
Triple-A pitching, it’s just not the 
same,” Riggleman said. “When 
everything counts, records count 
and statistics count, regular sea- 
son is just a different animal with a 


guy to go out there with the adrena- 
line throwing on both sides and the 
other team is trying to get you.” 

Strasburg has shown a blaz- 
ing fastball this spring and earned 
raves for his poise. But his manag- 
er acknowledged there may come 
a point when the rookie will need 
more innings than he can get in 
the major league camp. 

The Atlanta Braves used the 
same philosophy with top pitching 
prospect Tommy Hanson last spring, 
sending him to the minors with two 


weeks left in spring training before 
recalling him from Triple-A in early 
June. Such a philosophy also delays 
a player’s eligibility for arbitration, 
saving a team money. 

“If we determine that he’s not 
going to be on the club, we proba- 
bly will get [Strasburg] out of camp 
and go get in his routine,” Riggle- 
man said. “When he leaves Flori- 
da, he’s going to want to be throw- 
ing five innings anjrway. If we can 
only get him two or three at a time, 
it’s not going to work.” (ap)

R&B crooner Raheem DeVaughn 
wants to get your fists up and 
your pants down — but not neces- 
sarily in that order — on his new 
album, “The Love and War Mas- 
terPeace.” 

The singer — who grew up in 
Prince George’s County and record- 
ed most of this album there — def- 
initely has political opinions. Some 
of the tracks here are brazenly out- 
spoken, with DeVaughn firing off 
against politicians, the U.S. gov- 
ernment and anyone with a blood- 
thirsty sense of patriotism. 

Ultimately, though, DeVaughn is 
more of a lover than a fighter, and 
the plethora of sensual songs on 
this 16 -track release prove that. 

All the man wants to do is love 
a good woman, and he’s full of 
positive thoughts and support- 
ive beliefs, whether he’s telling 
women they’re beautiful just as 
they are (“The Greatness”) or urg- 
ing them to get away from abusive 
relationships and stand on their 
own (“Black and Blue”). 

To prove his street cred, 
DeVaughn also brings in a whole 
host of collaborators, some who 
work and some who don’t. There’s 
Cornel West, dropping a few spo- 
ken-word tracks about DeVaughn’s 
awesomeness; Ludacris and Wale, 
making some songs more radio- 
ready; and Jill Scott, Chrisette

In 
contrast to DeVaughn, though, 
Luda’s verse just seems weak, 
especially when he says, “Lord, 
help me, please, cause I’d rath- 
er die/On my feet than live on my 
knees."

Michele (DeVaughn’s cousin) and 
Citizen Cope helping round out the 
song’s most political track, “Nobody 
Wins the War.” But all those guest 
stars seem superfluous: DeVaughn 
does fine on his own. 

The album’s only missteps come 
in its final two tracks. “Nobody 
Wins the War” is a noble diatribe 
against the evils and immorality 
of war, but the song lasts almost 
eight minutes. The second, “Rev- 
elations,” just doesn’t match the 
energy and exuberance of the rest 
of the album. Other than that, 
though, the collection is a spectac- 
ularly sensual heap of tracks that 
cement DeVaughn’s talent and cre- 
ativity.

New Dublin Meets Old 


Modern landmarks 
revive a historic area 
on the River Liffey 

Destinations 

There is arguably no place more 
central to Ireland’s capital than 
the River Liffey, snaking its way 
through the city and dividing 
Dublin into north and south sides 
before emptying into the Irish Sea 
at the city’s edge. 

Many visitors to Dublin use the 
Liffey as a landmark to point them 
in the direction of major tourist 
sites. But that limits their river- 
bank wandering to the city cen- 


ter, from famed O’Connell Street 
down to the cobblestoned warren 
of the Temple Bar tourist quarter 
and nearby museums. 

Those who venture farther, fol- 
lowing the river to Dublin Port, 
will find a new, modern Dublin 
along the shore, replete with din- 
ing and entertainment options in 
a sleek, trendy setting. Mixed in 
among these neighborhoods on 
the north and south sides, they can 
also find elements of the old Dub- 
lin tucked away. 

Following the Liffey on the 
north side away from the city cen- 
ter, visitors will come upon a beau- 
tifully restored building called chq 
— the latest incarnation of a for- 


mer tobacco store. 

Bright and airy, with a glass 
exterior, the building now houses 
eateries and high-end shops. The 
area next to the building, known as 
the Docklands, hosts annual events 
including a summer Fringe Festi- 
val, an autumn Oktoberfest celebra- 
tion and a Christmas market. 

Just across from this space, 
however, is a somber sight on the 
north banks of the Liffey: A famine 
memorial with life-size sculptures 
of starving men and women, mak- 
ing their way toward Dublin Port 
to leave Ireland’s shores during the 
Great Famine of the 1840s. 

Crossing to the other side of the 
river — possibly using either the 


pedestrian Sean O’Casey Bridge 
or the just-opened Samuel Beck- 
ett Bridge, both named for Dub- 
lin-born writers — leads to an even 
trendier part of the city. Grand 
Canal Dock is a chic collection of 
bright lights, apartments and res- 
taurants. U2’s former recording stu- 
dio, Windmill Lane, is here, covered 
in graffiti left by fans on pilgrim- 
ages to the band’s home city. 

A few blocks away, Facebook 
just opened its international head- 
quarters in a Grand Canal Dock 
building, and Google’s European 
headquarters stands a 10 -minute 
walk from the river — signaling the 
area’s arrival as a 21st-century cen- 
ter of technology, mairead flynn (ap)

You say people should stop coor- 
dinating their tables and bring in 
more eclectic, retro pieces.

After creating so many tabletops, 
what energizes me most is when 


someone uses their favorite per- 
sonal pieces. It’s just not as excit- 
ing to take out six matching plates, 
six glasses and six napkins, all 
from a store you can quickly iden- 
tify. Those things can never be as 
special as an item that has a story 
behind it. 

How does decor affect the dinner? 

I personally get intimidated when 
things are super-perfect matchy- 
matchy. When you’re in a formal 
dining experience, you can feel a 
little uncomfortable and on guard. 
But when the decor is not as pre- 
cise and has a little personality, it 
sets a more relaxed tone. 

Why bring in vintage items? 

They’re so affordable and easy 
to find. Maybe you’re walking 
past a garage sale and find a 
cute pitcher. Or perhaps a friend 
is trying to unload some pieces 
from her kitchen. You might not 
know immediately what to do 
with it, but if you’re drawn to 
something, you’ll find a way to 
make it work — usually, in a one- 
of-a-kind way.
